One father of a former hostage heard the 
news of his son's release, popped open a bottle 
of champagne, toasted the release of the 
former hostages and stated, “Here's to the 
freedom of 52 Americans. May it never hap- 
pen again.” 

Members of the Clarke community also 
celebrated the return of the 52 Americans. 
Two special Masses were said Wednesday 
and yellow ribbons were available for stu- 
dents, faculty and staff. 

“I think it is wonderful that they all got out 
alive. Patience paid off,” said freshman 
Frank McClain-whose comment was typical 
of student reaction. Most Clarke students felt 
Iran should be left alone and foreign rela- 
tions should resume with a friendly and posi- 
tive attitude. 

Senior Anne Whitehead said, “I think we 
should be grateful they are back. We have 
enough problems in the world without worry- 
ing about repercussions.” 

After a long drawn out resolution of the 
crisis, 52 Americans enjoyed the freedom 
they had been denied for 444 days. The crisis 
is over and the former hostages will soon be 
reunited with their families. The readjust- 
ment period will now take place. 

Most of the former hostages are still patri- 
otic towards the United States and some 
made that sentiment very clear through ac- 
tions and words. Americans were also ecstatic 
to see the release of 52 fellow Americans. 

Upon boarding the American planes to 
Germany in Algeria, the 52 Americans were 
greeted by a sign which simply stated, “Wel- 
come Back to Freedom,” expressing the emo- 
tions of millions of people.

Peaceful future requires forgiveness 


The recent release of the 52 American citizens from canara” 
captivity has stirred up a vast amount of emotions among most 0 
the American population. 

A sense of relief swept across the nation January 20 when Me 
learned our people were safely out of Teheran. With the relie: 
came an enormous sense of anticipation and fear because, until 
they were safely in the air, we were still numb to the hostages free- 
dom. 

An air of patriotism also engulfed the nation that day. As our 
40th president was sworn into office, our government had once 
again proved itself strong and beneficial to our needs. Even citizens 
opposed to Reagan’s abilities expressed their wishes for his success 
and our country’s prosperity. 

But, at a Mass of Thanksgiving for the release of the hostages, I 
became aware of one emotion I hadn’t heard expressed much .. . 
forgiveness. In his sermon, Fr. Heidenrich pointed out the Chris- 
tian responsibility we have to forgive the Iranian people for using 
our own Citizens to prove their power. 

America is basically a Christian nation, and by our faith in 
God’s power, we have become one of the richest nations in the 
world. We should not let the limited capacity of our human emo- 
tions over-power the strength of our faith and refuse to forgive. 

I realize that political theories do not necessarily mix with 
Christian theories. And it has probably been by overlooking the 
latter that we have become the nation we are today. But, since the 
Clarke community has been maintained by Christian theory, I 
hope we will all recognize the necessity of forgiving the Iranians 
for their wrong doings. 

Afterall, it was their refusal to forgive us which sparked the 
ordeal in the first place. Let’s try to prevent any similar incidents in 
the future.
